American War. By permission of 
General Shafter, commanding, he 
attached himself to the Gatling 
pan Battery, and was under fire 
with it on the 25th of June, 1898, 
encouraging the men who were in 
battle for the first time, nursing 
he sick and helping to secure pro­ 
per food for them.

Captain Marcotte was actively 
engaged in newspaper correspond­ 
ence work in, this city during his 
entire term of residence here. He 
was appointed representative for 
the Associated Press, it the request 
of the late Henry M. Flagjer, and 
also repiesented the New^ York 
Wofid, Brooklyn Eage, and maqy 
western dailies. Recently he pre­ 
pared the records of army duty in 
the early days of North Dakota, 
for the State, and the Historical 
Society of Bismarck, a work not 
quite completed at the tim edif his 
do8‘h.

Captain Marcotte is a membft- 
of the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic, and helped build up the organ­ 
ization in the early days of his 
residence here. He was State Com­ 
mander years ago. Recently he 
was made an honorary member of 
the Spanish-Amcrican W ar Veter­ 
ans. and was presented with a 
handsome badge by the local campu
